With This Aceomplished Thelr Posi-

An Astonlshing Mormon Schemp.

Wasmisarox, Feb, 38 —[Speeinl  Teles
nraim, =1t is sald the Monmons are eonlem-
piting a most daving move.  Herotolore
they have peacefully seleeted the tecritories
In which to live, Fromn tah they have
branched out to Idaho, New Mexico and Ari-
zonn. Like all residents of the territovies
thoy are under the divection and econtrol of
congress and amenable to the lnws passed at
Washington, “Therigjdgty of the lnws ngainst
pelygamy and the unrelenting enforecment
of them by the fodoral eonrts in Utah have
foresd the proldem on the Mormotis of how
to eseape from control of the federal authorl-
ties,  If they controlled a state by a majority
vote, Itis thoueht by some that the solutton
woulil be found., They would then be ree
fromn the Interferenes of congvess amd that
they might carry ont thelr polygainous prae-
tices in definnee of fodorn! lnws,

It is snid Nevada is the fleld selectod in
whieh Mariwonism will in the end make its
dediant stanad agalnst the general govern-
ment for the perpetuation of s institutions.
Their obvious course Lo atlaln this position
Is by an immigration into the state sulficiont
to command a majority ot the polls.  Onee
dominant, with tho power of making and wl-
ministeriog local laws, their situntion will
be one ol permanent vantage, and they will
have enlisted for thelr protection the whole
foree of the stpte vights doetrine.

That they have not yet made a direet move
In this direotion I8 due not to thelr inability
in goveral yenrs past, but to the facl that they
have everything to gain by delay.  While the
population of Nevada hns been diminishing
the Mormons have been angmenting by an
avernge yearly addition of 2,000 conyerts, and
by the uatural Increase of the resalt of plural
marringo.  Until they declare themselves, no
one outside the facts can know how many
Mormons are already living unnoticed in
Nevadn, When they siinll have aftalned a
voting popnintion in the stale as greal as
eithor of the two nenrly evenly badaneed po-
litleal pavties, their emd Is avsured, for no
single man, no matter how rieh, con outbid
the Motmon ehurch in acontest for stute or
nationnl office nflueneed by money.

Such colonlzation ean bo effected by the
Morwons without effecting thelr: supremacy
in Utab, or without weakening their hold
in  the ontlying terntories, and with
represontatives in the lower house of congross
amd two senintors, the strenzth of thelr posi-
tion Is sirikingly apparent. To deal with
them under stte  orgnnization, constitu-
tional questions have to be met comwmen-
surate in gravity with those settied by thoe
clvil war, with the perpetunl diticnlly that
in dealing with this pavticular ease pre-
cedents may be established which in after
time could be gquoted in justifieation of the
repression of ewvil and rellgious Hberty, and
the enforcement of the integrity of duty in-
vested In statoliood.

Digsenting Meport on Compelling
American Vessels to Carry Them,
Wasminaron. Feb, 24 —Mr. Burrows of

Michignn, on behalf of the wminority of the

house comuilttes on postofice and postronds,

will to-morrow subinit a report dissenting
from the views of the majority in reporting
favoravly the bill to compel  American
steaers to carey United States malls, The
reéport states under the Dingley bill Amerienn
vessols were to be consulted like thelr foreign
rivalsas to the performanes of servies and
the compensation pald therefor, and not
foreed to earry the mulls on suel torms asthe
postinnster genernl miht seo it 10 lnpose,

The postmnster general had whotly negleotod

and refusod, not only to contract with any

Awmeriean steamship for carrying the foreign
wnils, ws e wos authorized to do by ael of
March i, 13, but deelinged Lo use the appro-
printion thereim uindo for the purpose nanied.
Asnresult of this netion severnl Ameriean
steamship companies had declined to earr
the mails. It was now proposed to punish
the Ameriean steamships for refusal 1o earry
the wmalls,

Iy virtue of seclion 4000 of the Revised
Btatutes  the podtmuster geaeral was res
strioted In the mtter of compensation to be
allowed o Awerienu stepoships, 110 the bill
of the i jority wore to beeome o law, Anier-
foan stewnships wonld be denied elearance

by Blair. The senators having eharge of the
bhankruptey bill, the bill for the admission of
Washington twergitory, the inter-state eom-
mercee bitl and the election cotnt bill, are
anslonsly watehing an opportunity to get
thosze mensures borore the senate, but there is
little prospects of suceess until the Dustin
matter is disposed of, Meanwhile, however,
mueh legislative bus iness of a charncter not
rovoentive of debinte will be transacted as
wretoforo during the hours of each day
devoted to the ealendar,

one In the honse of representatives,  Atter
the call ol states on Monday, it will bein
order for the speaker to recognize members
Tox the purpose ol ioving 1o put any measurs
on 1S pissase under suspenston of_the rales,
It is anderstood that James of New York
will b reeognized For the purpose of asking
the adoption of a resolution lixing certain
ditys tor the consideration of adverse roports
on the bill for the free colnnge of silver,
Under the rules hall an hour for debate is
permitted on every motlon to suspend the
rules, but as there (8 a genernl sentiment in
the house that the vexed guestion  shonkl be
speedily settled, there will probably be no
opposition to the resolution, The eall of
committees this week during the morning
hours now rests with  the ol
mittee on  amines  amd  mining,  which
has but the mensure for the ||1-|mi:|{menl of
acoimmission ol experls to exeente  testi-
mony of iron and steel.

Lepresentative Woodbnm of Nevada will
to-morrow introduce in the house an anoti-
polygamy bill which has recelved the ap-

wwovitl of prominent Gentiles in Utah, and

s heen submitted to the members of the
jur]l:rlurly committee of both houses of con-
giess, In s preamble it reeites that the
United States statutes prohibit and  provide
for the punishment of bigamy, polygainy and
unlawiul cohnbitation in the territories, aud
for the disqualitication of persons guilty of
sueh offenses to yote or hold offiees: that the
act of giving nld, connsel, ndviee or encour-
ngement, and thereby procurimg the commis-
sion of such offenses, should be madea erime,
punishable with equal severity; that there
exist in Utah a sect which In its ereed holds as
one of its fundamental principals, and as a
spernmental vite, the right and duties ot its
members to practieo unlpwful cobinbitation :
that the high priests and membiérs thereof,
claiming to be Inspired by and asting in
abediencee to authority superior to the United
Stutes, do openly and publiely counsel, nd-
vise and command the members of sald sect
to comit sald offenses in open and professed
defianece and contempt of the luws of the
United States, and by reason of such coun-
aol, advies and command, many thousands
of members of said sect hnve been indueed
to commit sald offenses, and are now living
and cohabiting with a plurality of so called
wives and concubines, but eseape punish-
mont for said oifenses by seerel intrigue, and
the various corrupt influeness which the pos-
sesslon of politieal wajorities enubles the
leaders of auld sect to exercise an_influonce
which brings the laws and authority of the
United States futo disgrace and enntemp
aind renders the same of no eifect. The bill
i5 ws follows:

THE OVERLAND WAR,
A Sweeplng Cut in Freight Rates In.
nugurated Saturday.

New Yok, Feb, 95— [Speeial Telogram. |
—The overlund ronds resterday put the knife
deep into freight vates from Now York to
the Pacific cons=t,  Under authority given
him by Commissionar Cannon F. Knowland,
general eastern agent of the Unjon Paciile
and Central Paclite conpanies, announced o
rate of 1 per 100 pouncs on all elnsses,  All
classitieation s abolished, and henee the new
rate is a reduetion from the tariit that ranged
from 32 to 85, A mte of eighty-five cents on
cotton goods wis madd yesterday from New
York to San Franclseo,  The former tarild
wis 8470 and the severity of the cut is plain-
ly shown by the fact that the trunk line rate
would be seventy-tivecents to Chileago. The
lines from Chicago to the Missouririver would
have only ten eents left to them, white the
Paeific milroads would receive absolulely
nothing for the long haul from the Missourl

river to Californin. The Sunset route,
it is  expected, will promptly meat
this reduction in rates.  There will be a

strong pressure brought to bear to have the
trunk lines sharve in the cut on California
business, angd the overland roads elaim that
this can be done without 1n the least disturb-
